2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because 
the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, 
found any motivation to combine any of the said prior arts which teach the 
arbitration information management section for managing, as bus arbitration 
information, a bus priority order which is a fixed priority order among the plurality 
of buses and a highest access priority pattern which indicates a highest priority in 
each time slot among the plurality of buses; wherein, in each time slot, if there is 
an access request from the bus which has the highest priority indicated by the 
highest access priority pattern, the bus arbitration section grants the bus which has 
the highest priority an access to the shared resource, and if not, the bus arbitration 
section determines a bus to be granted to the shared resource according the to the 
bus priority order. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale as set for their dependent claims.
